of San Francisco, held six empty 
cartridges which had been fired 
recently. 


Pilot Shot 


The sources confirmed earlier 


reports that a tape recorder 
found In the wreckage carried 
the pilot's voice, crying: "My 
God, I've been shot1." 


The sources refused to identi- 


fy either the owner of the re- 
volver or the beneficiary of the 
policy, except to say tbat the 
owner of 
the- revolver was a 


man. 


The FBI apparently still is 


cheeking on insurance policies 
taken out by passengers on the 
Ill-fated plane. But, the sources 


said, early indications are thai 
the policy taken out by the own* 
cr of the pistol was the largest 
of those aboard the plane.

The floor debate droned on.for

The Poverty Vote 


President Johnson lias been 


hig crowds during his "poverty trips" 
into depressed Appalachian areas of 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Indiana, 
Tennessee, Virginia, North Carolina, 
and Georgia. 


But his enthusiasm for these out- 


Ings into areas of poverty has apparent- 
ly turned from fact-finding to vote- 
seeking:. 


There is no doubt that President 


Johnson ha? a inormimentnl selling job 
before him. 


But it will (nke more than n thous- 


and speeches by 
the 
President to 


change the apathy of the four-fifths of 
our population which is living in "af- 
fluence." 


That includes everyone above the 


$3,000-a-year dividing line drawn by the 
jfovernment between the poor in Ameri- 
ca and those who are "gelting along." 


The President has shouted sonic fine 


phrases on this subject in his herculean 
effort to arouse Hie nnlion to (lie exist- 
ence of poverty. 


"We will not succeed until e v e r y 


citizen regards the suffering o[ neigh- 
bors as a call to action . . . until the con- 
fidence of the entire nation is aroused," 
the President said Thursday, 


But we all know that the "uncondi- 


tional war on poverty" cannot be fought 
on a podium or a political tour. 


The President must talk to the na- 


tion about poverty and his program. 
But some of his "poverty toui'.s" com- 
plete with Lynda Bird and Lndy Bird- 
are getting a little corny. 


In Maryland Thursday, President 


Johnson told a crowd; 


"I know what poverty means to peo- 


ple. I have been unemployed. I h n v e 
stayed waiting in nn unemployment of- 
fice. I have shined shoes as a boy (who 
hasn't?), I have worked on a highway 
crew from daylight until dark for $1 a 
day, 
working,with my hands and sweat- 


ing with my brow." 


Such 
maudlin 
comments on 
the 


problem of poverty in America convince 
us more of the President's interest in 
getting the "poverty vole" than of his 
interest in the hard facts of poverty 
and hard work of resliidying our pres- 
ent idcns and adopting new programs 
for helping our large unprivileged popu- 
lation. 


Those who live in poverty arc going 


to get a little tired of hearing how poor 
President Johnson once wns. 


Malcolm X Converted 


Malcolm X was once convinced that 


the only solution to the problem of dis- 
crimination 
against 
the 
Negro 
in 


America was "Black Supremacy." 


Now he has made a pilgrimage to 


J^Iecca in Saudi Arabia and found what 
is not only a Moslem but also a Christian 
truth. 


Malcolm X recently quit tho Black 


-Muslim Movement of Elijah Muhammad 
dedicated to "Black Supremacy" a n d 
started his own movement — open lo 
:Negro Christians and Jews as well as 
;Moslem converts. 


Now he appears lo believe that since 


the Moslem faith includes people of 
many races and colors, it may be pos- 
sible to solve problems of the Negro in 
•America without eliminating white men. 


His new idea, written in a letter to a 


friend, saitl this oC white Moslems he 
had met in Mecca: 


"Their belief in Die oneness of God 


(Allah) 
had 
actually 
removed 
the 


'white' from their minds, which auto- 
matically changed their altitude and 
behavior toward people of other colors. 


"Their belief in the oneness of God 


has actually made them so different 
from American whiles, thai their outer 
physical characteristics played no part 
at all in my mind during all my close as- 
sociations with them." 


Perhaps Malcolm X would not have 


had lo travel thousands of miles to the 
Moslem Mecca to discover that all men 
are one under God if more Christian and 
Jewish American whiles read, believed 
and acled upon Ihe leaching of the Bible 
—old and new testaments — that all 
men are one under God. 


Comment Of The Day 


"I have eaten from the same plate, 


drank from the same glass, slept on the 
same bed or rug, while praying to the 
same God ... with fellow Muslims whose 
skin was the whitest of white, whose 
eyes were the bluest of blue, and whose 
hair was the blondest of blond — vet it 


was the first time in my life that I didn't 
see them as 'white' men." 


—Malcolm X, writing during his pil- 


grimage to Mecca in Saudi Arabia that 
he has positive new insights on race re- 
lations. He recently resigned as a leader 
of the Black 
Muslin movement in 


America.
